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BOP needs 3,440 square feet for pool

The Build Our Pool Society 
has announced that the sale of 
only 3,440 square feet through 
their square foot fundraiser will 
complete the pool, whirlpool, 
steam room and water slide for 
the February grand opening of 
the Didsbury Aquatic Leisure 
Centre. 

BOP President Lance Plew- 
is said BOP volunteers are 
working hard to get the news 
out that less than 3,500 square 
foot purchases will net Dids¬ 
bury a pool with all the 
amenities. 

“If people just know that it 
will only take that many, I really 
think they will pitch in and help 
out,” Plewis said. "We just 
need to sell one square foot to 
every person in Didsbury and 
the pool will be done.” 

Currently BOP has only 
$31,400 in revenues raised over 
the last two years. Close to 
$178,000 is needed to com¬ 
plete all phases of the pool as 
were planned for in the design. 

Plewis said the contractor 
has been given the go ahead to 
build the basic structure for the 
whirlpool area. More money is 
needed to purchase the motor 
assembly to make the whirlpool 
work. The contractor needs the 
go ahead from BOP to begin 
the water slide and steam room 
work by November 30. 

Plewis said BOP has al¬ 
ready sold close to 40 square 


feet through the fundraising 
project. He said 90 percent of 
the purchases have been made 
by seniors in town. 

The Society is hoping other 
town residents will pick up en¬ 
thusiasm for the project and 
also purchase one or more 
square feet. 

“We have had a lot of sup¬ 
port from the rural community 
as well,'' Plewis said. "I'm real¬ 
ly hoping that they will see this 
as a chance to contribute 
because they get to use the 
facility but don't have the 
chance to help out through 
taxes.” 

Each purchase of a square 
foot gains the buyer a plaque to 
be permanently secured on a 
wall within the leisure facility. 
Each plaque, enscribed with 
any message, will remain as a 
tribute for the purchaser's help 
with the pool's construction. 

Plewis said BOP hopes to at 
least raise enough funds to pay 
for the whirlpool by the time 
the pool officially opens in 
February. Cost to complete the 
steam room, which is basically 
just for the steam generator as 
the room itself is included in 
the basic pool design, is only 
$15,000. The water slide, likely 
the largest tourist type draw for 
the pool, will cost $138,000. 

"Once people see how 
close we are, how easy it is to 
actually finish the whole thing 
off, I'm sure they will want to 


get involved,” Plewis said. 
"Like I said before, if each per¬ 


son in Didsbury bought a 
square foot, we could have this 


great pool, instead of having to 
wait to get it all done." 
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In the old house there were books everywhere. Children's 
books, old school books, humor and science fiction upstairs in the 
playroom, novels on dressers and shelves in every bedroom, en¬ 
cyclopaedia in the dining room, reference books flanking the TV. 
Books tumbling off of filing cabinets and coffee tables, stacked 
under the cedar chest and crowding guests out of the guest room. 

The first permanent structure in the new house was book 
shelves. The first things moved were the books. 

Anyone could, and did, carry the books over. Even unsus¬ 
pecting neighbors were given an arm load. But I alone arranged 
them on their new shelves, because I had to know where 
everything was and it's only by dint of great self control that I am 
not there still, browsing, petting and re-arranging. It was the best 
part of the moving process. 

Some of the oldest and most interesting of the school books 
were from my Aunt Georgia. ELEMENTARY AGRICULTURE FOR 
ALBERTA SCHOOLS, authorized by the Minister of Education, 
copyright 1915. It is a very sensible book with lots of information 
that's relevant today. It's divided into five sections, Soil, Plants, 
Tillage, Crops, and Types of Breeds of Farm Animals. Over a pic¬ 
ture of a fine big Percheron, some kid has written, "Jarvis sad- 
dlehorse" so one can assume that in about 1915 the Jarvis kids had 
a pretty sturdy pony. Over a picture of cauliflower, the same child 
has written, "Jennie's flower patch where she passes many happy 
hours away." Another note says, "Can they skate? is the ice 
alright?" And yet another, "Jessabell [sic] Hula Dancer Mattern." 
For Baptist kids in 1915 those must have been almost swear words. 

THE DOMINION SCHOOL ARITHMETIC (price $.250 and 
designed for grades 4 and 5, was copyrighted in 1908. Bear in mind 
that these kids had never seen a calculator and try to solve this 
problem on page 136. 

What will it cost to put a close board fence around the school 
grounds, if the fence is 5 ft. high and lumber costs $18 per M, the 
posts and scantling costing 1/5 as much as the boards, the grounds 
being 8 rd. wide by 20 rd. long? 

Or this little gem on page 132. 

To drain a swamp the township council had a ditch dug 1 mi. 
long, 3 ft. deep, 6 ft. wide at the surface and 4 ft. wide at the bot¬ 
tom. Find the total cost at $.09<t per cubic yard. 

I am glad I wasn't taking arithmetic in 1910. I'd still be in grade

Chances are good that the 
next provincial government will 
be formed by the Liberals. 

That's the prediction of 
Liberal MLA Betty Hewes who 
travelled around the county last 
week as part of her regular "talk 
to the people" tour 

Hewes, who is the member 
for Edmonton Gold Bar and 
government critic on health, 
social services, women's and 
senior's issues, was in Didsbury 
last week talking to members of 
the town's FCSS board. 

"I think the chances are very 
high that the next government 
will be a Liberal government," 
Hewes said. "I think people are 
fed up and we have spent a lot of 
time hammering away at legisla¬ 
tive and fiscal reform ." 

Hewes, who also visited 
senior's at the Mount View 
Foundation Lodges in Carstairs 
and Olds as well as hospitals in 
the area, said she is encouraged 
by the recent election of Liberal 
MLA Don McDonald in the Three 
Hills riding 

"He is going to be a fine 
member," she said. "He brings 
a whole new dimension to our 
caucus group " 

All the Liberal candidates 
who have recently been chosen to 
run in their respective ridings 
also give Hewes confidence about 
the upcoming provincial election 
"We have an excellent 
balance of candidates, an inter¬ 
esting sociological mix," she 
said "I also find it interesting 
that all the leadership candidates 
for the Conservatives are voicing 
Liberal reforms. These people 
were all part of the cabinet that 
made the decisions, that took the 
pay increases. Now they are 
being hypocritical, speaking out 
of both sides of their mouths." 

Away from election issues, 
Hewes said she supports the 
current health care reforms 
which have taken place under 
Health Care Minister Nancy 
Betkowski's administration 

"I think she is on the right 
track Finally they realize that

It's quite embarrassing. 

The Town of Sundre, with half our population, has managed 
to raise over $200,000 in the last year towards the construction of 
a new indoor swimming pool. 

Didsbury has only raised just over $30,000 in two years for a 
similar project. 

What does that tell you about Didsbury? 

It is fortunate that a small group of people has continued to be 
enthusiastic about the construction of a new pool, or Didsbury 
would never have gotten to getting the blue prints completed. But 
unfortunately, this small group of people has burnt themselves out 
over the last year, working diligently to try and raise money. (An 
effort directed at keeping tax costs to a minimum.) 

Fortunately again though, the costs to completely finish the 
new pool, water slide, steam room, whirlpool and all, are relative¬ 
ly minor and some calculations on the part of BOP, in conjunction 
with their new square footer fundraiser, has shown that only 3,440 
square feet sold, at $50 a piece, would finish off these plans in time 
for the grand opening of the pool in February. 

Now the problem is getting people to buy. 

BOP has done a great job of publicizing the pool and publiciz¬ 
ing Didsbury for that matter. We need to take the matter in our 
own hands now and convince people to purchase each and every 
square foot needed. 

It's not much, only $50 each. And with Christmas coming, 
buying that square foot as a gift is a unique and longlasting present 
the receiver can remember as long as that building stands. 

It's also a great way for all the businesses in Didsbury to show 
how much they want this town to survive and prosper. 

Only 3,440 square feet. 

We wouldn't want to be beat out by Sundre would we? 

Everyone has got to realize that the money is not going to be 
handed to us by some government agency or rich oil company. 
They just don't have the money to disperse anymore. We have to 
do it ourselves or end up like Olds, going without because we are 
waiting for someone else to hand us the money to build the 
facilities we need. 

That's just not acceptable. 

We went through the democratic process and the majority 
spoke. This town is going to have a pool. Let's show the rest of the 
province that regardless of original feelings on the pool, we can 
work together as a community and build a pool that will be the en¬ 
vy of other communities everywhere.

Society chose to follow Our goals 
seemed simple enough in our 
own naive way: 

1) Raise the community's 
awareness as to the problems and 
safety of the old pool; 

2) Provide alternate and 
unique fundraising efforts, 

3) Provide an outlet for 
people to contribute to the new 
pooi; 

4) Probably the most impor¬ 
tant was to try and instill a sense 
of pride in our community; to 
make people sit up and think 
about what the pool has to offer 
and will continue to offer for this 
community. 

With only 16 weeks until the 
pool opens, our job is almost 
complete. But we have two 
choices: 

We can open with a pool that 
will probably never be complet¬ 
ed, which will give the moaners 
and groaners great satisfaction in 
saying, "I told you so"; or 

We can open a completed 
pool with all the phases finished 
and operational We can be the 
envy of every community in 
central Alberta. We can be the 
FIRST for a change. 

We need to sell 3,440 sq. ft 
at $50 00 per square foot to 
complete ALL PHASES. 

Don't be deceived into 
thinking someone else is going to 
buy, so what good is my 1, 2, or 
10 sq. ft. Selling 3,440 sq. ft. is 
done 1 square at a time Buy one 
for you and your family mem¬ 
bers, one for your grandchildren 
Buy one for a relative or buy one 
just because you care, but BUY 
ONE Be on a plaque, take pride 
in the knowledge that you did 
your part in completing the pool, 
and be there for the grand 
opening scheduled for February

Merger Of ADC And AHCIC 
Announced

The Alberta government has 
for years stated its intention to 
reduce the cost of boards, 


agencies and commissions Peo¬ 
ple are demanding less govern¬ 
ment, increased efficiency and 
improved operations. It is for this 
reason that the decision has been 
made to merge the Boards of the 
Alberta Hail and Crop Insurance 
Corporation (AHCIC) and the 
Agricultural Development Cor¬ 
poration (ADC). This newly 
created organization will be the 
Agrifinancial Management Cor¬ 
poration (AMC). 

The AMC is expected to 
result in considerable savings, 
both in terms of time for the 
farmer, and dollars for the 
taxpayer In many cases. Hail 
and Crop offices are in the same 
building as those of the ADC, 
with each having its own support 
services. As such, it simply 
makes sense to provide service 


for all three operations together 
The new organization is 
expected to offer more compre¬ 
hensive and accessible service to 
Alberta farmers. The service 
improvements will result from 
administrative functions being 
merged wherever possible with 
particular emphasis on field 
operations. What this means for 
the individual farmer is that we 
are one step closer to 'one stop 
shopping” for all agricultural 
services in most districts across 
Alberta With the upcoming 
changes, farmers may one day be 
able to go to one place to get 
production, marketing and man¬ 
agement advice, credit, financial 
services, hail insurance and 
Gross Revenue Insurance Plan 
(GRIP) coverage 

It is important to note that in 


the short term no major changes 
will be occurring 

E veryone's benefits will stay 
the same for the moment, job 
responsibilities will not change 
and operations will be run as 
usual. In the mean time, the two 
Boards will be amalgamated, and 
a structural and operational 
review of the organization will be 
undertaken. This review will 
occur so that we fully achieve our 
objective--better service at a 
lower cost. 

I had the pleasure and 
privilege of attending special 
ceremonies honoring two of our 
constituents this weekend. 

On Friday, Mr. Darrin Taylor 
from Cremona received a Certifi¬ 
cate of Achievement in recogni¬ 
tion of excellence in his appren¬ 
ticeship training program. This 


award was presented to Darrin in 
Calgary at McDougall Centre by 
the Honourable Norm Weiss, 
Minister of Career Development 
and Employment. 

On Saturday evening, we 
attended a Provincial E xcellence 
in Teaching Awards banquet in 
Edmonton, honoring Ms. Terry- 
ann Robertson from Didsbury 
High School. Ms. Robertson was 
one of 20 recipients of this award 
from all across Alberta. 

I know I join with everyone 
in our constituency in offering 
our sincere congratulations to 
Darrin and Terry-ann. We are 
extremely proud of you both

REMEMBRANCE DAY 1992

In April, Canadians com¬ 


memorated the 75th anniversary 
of Vimy Ridge-the First World 
War victory that is said to have 
changed our country forever. 

In August, Canadian veter¬ 
ans returned to France to pay 
respect to those who were killed 
in Canada's costliest day of 
World War II, August 19, 1942, 
the day of the Dieppe raid. 

There is much controversy 
about the Dieppe raid. It was 
planned to test the German 
defenses on the north coast of 
France and the ability of the 
Allied Forces to mount a 
large-scale amphibious assault 
against these continental de¬ 
fenses The raid lasted just nine 


hours; it was a disaster for the 
Allies. With all the controversy, 
there is one unanimous conclu¬ 
sion, Canadians fought valiantly 
under impossible conditions. 

More than 900 Canadian 
soldiers were killed during the 
Dieppe raid. Today their names 
are listed, with honor, in the 
Memorial Chamber in the Peace 
Tower. 

Many visitors to Parliament 
Hill feel that the Memorial 
Chamber is the most beautiful 
room on the Hill. It highlights the 
key moments in Canada's mili¬ 
tary history since 1866 It was 
built after World War I with 
materials linked directly to

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Town council notes

The new Didsbury Town 
Council met for its first business 
meeting last week and managed 
to spend over $45,000 already. 

The money was spent for the 
purchase of a used Zamboni for 
the arena ice surface 

Plans had been in place for 
the purchase of a $20,000 
machine to replace the current 
ice resurfacer but the sale fell 
through Council was told the 
1982 machine would not be 
available from the Town of Stony 
Plain until much later next year 

Currently, the town spends 
an average of $3,000 to $5,000 a 
year to maintain the current ice 
resurfacer 

The town has received a 
grant of $10,000 towards the 
purchase of the Zamboni and 
decided to withdraw the rest of 
the funds from reserves to 
purchase the newer machine at a 
cost of $45,327.13. 

The Legion's memorial ceno¬ 


taph still has not found a 
permanent home after it was 
moved for construction at the 
indoor swimming pool facility. 

Council had originally asked 
the permission of the Didsbury 
Legion to move the cenotaph to 
the front of the new swimming 
pool (once construction is com¬ 
pleted) but the Legion has aksed 
that it be moved to a more visible 
location 

"For the sake of our fallen 
comrades, who without a flinch 
gave their all for freedom in this 
land, the monument should be 
placed in a place of prominence 
and where it may be viewable by 
the passersby. . said Legion 
President Charlie Topping in a 
letter to council. 

Council had been asked to 
move the cenotaph to the 
downtown gazebo location, but 
had denied the request last 
month, feeling the cenotaph 
should remain at the Memorial 
Complex which was so named 
because of the town's veterans.

"This is something we have 
to take into really strong 
consideration.

Bill C-17, the new firearms 
legislation provides provisions 
for an amnesty. Between Novem¬ 
ber 1 and 30, 1992, individuals 
can take the opportunity to turn 
in guns that are no longer wanted 
without fear of prosecution This 
not only includes unwanted guns 
or Weapons but also large 
capacity cartridge magazines, 
stun guns, switchblades, ammu¬ 
nition and explosives. 

This is also the time to 
register restricted weapons. Re¬ 
stricted weapons include: hand¬ 
guns, semi-automatic centrefire 
firearms with a barrel length less 
than 470 mm (18V)"), firearms 
designed or adapted to be fired 
when reduced to a length of less 


than 660 mm by folding, 
telescoping or other means, 
antique handguns for which 
ammunition is commonly found 
in Canada and firearms declared 
restricted by Order in Council By 
taking advantage of this amnesty 
period, unwanted or illegal 
firearms can be prevented from 
falling into the wrong hands. 

Between October 14 and 27, 
1992, DidsburyRCMP responded 
to 165 complaints, including 12 
motor vehicle accidents and 23 
criminal code related incidents. 
Fifteen traffic tickets, 9 written 
warnings, and 1 liquor control act 
ticket were issued One individ¬ 
ual was given a 24-hour road side 
suspension.

Alberta Pool again ranked among the top Canadian 
cooperatives in 1991, according to recently released federal 
figures. 

The Saskatchewan Wheat Pool ranked first for the 29th 
consecutive year, followed by Federated Cooperatives Ltd., 
Cooperative federee de Quebec, United Grain Growers and 
Alberta Pool. 

"The challenges met by the cooperative sector last year 
prove to what extent economic strength and innovation go 
hand-in-hand," said Charles Mayer, the federal minister 
responsible for cooperatives.

The Canadian Wheat Board has announced that the 
federal government has approved a $15 per tonne increase 
in the 1992-93 initial payment for all grades of Designated 
barley. 

The new initial payments for Designated barley will take 
effect November 5, 1992. In the case of Special Select 
Canada Western Two-Row Designated barley, the initial pay¬ 
ment basis in-store Thunday Bay or Vancouver will be raised 
from $110 per tonne to $125 per tonne. 

The Wheat Board said that adjustment payments of $15 
per tonne will be issued on all Designated barley delivered to 
the Wheat Board from August 1, 1992, to November 4. Pay¬ 
ment cheques will be issued November 26, 1992.

New ID license offered 


Without a driver's license, 
many people have trouble cash¬ 
ing or writing cheques. Now, 
Albertans who do not drive can 
get easily-recognized photo ID 
cards for their personal banking 
and identification needs 

Alberta Solicitor General 
Stephen West has introduced a 
new personal identification card 
for Albertans. "This new service 
provides a convenient means of 
identification for non-drivers," 
said West. 

The new card costs $15.00 
for five years and is easy to 
renew 

Albertans may hold either a 
valid driver's license or an 
identification card but not both 
Cards will be issued only to 
non-drivers age 14 years and 
older Applicants between the 
ages of 14 and 18 must obtain 



parental consent before an ID 
card will be issued 

Acceptable proof of identity 
includes any two of the following: 

Birth certificate, Citizenship 
certificate, Marriage certificate, 
Indian status ID card, Canadian 
passport, School ID, Armed 
Forces ID and Major credit card 
Similar to the Alberta 
driver's license, the two-part ID 
card includes a laminated photo¬ 
graph and identifying informa¬ 
tion The card has no associated 
driving privileges and is readily 
distinguished from the familiar 
orange driver's license because 
of its light blue color. 

The new identification cards 
have been available since Nov¬ 
ember 2, 1992 from Alberta 
motor vehicle offices throughout 
the province

Jason Wright

Soft spoken and self effac¬ 
ing, thirty-year-old Jason Wright 
does not conform to the stereo¬ 
type usually attributed to a rock 
musician, but his serious ap¬ 
proach to his craft has served him 
well to date 

The vast majority of musici¬ 
ans in Canada toil regularly at 
day jobs while they wait for their 
big break and Wright is no 
exception He designs and 
constructs solar water pumping 
systems for Canadian Agtechnol- 
ogy Partners in Olds. One day 
CAP got a call from a prospective 
solar pump customer and Wright 
wound up making a valuable 
industry contact. 

"The phone rang and Sandy 
[Harvie, the CAP marketing 
director] answered it. 'Oh, yes, 
Ian,' he said, 'we can certainly 
sell you a system that will do the 
job for you.' I didn't know who he 
was talking to, just that it was 
'Ian Somebody ' I was trying to 
get this attention to tell him that 
Tuesday would be good for me 
and Sandy had a big smile on his 
face. It turns out he was talking 
to Ian Tyson We met near 
[Tyson's] ranch at Longview. 


After talking to him about the 
system for a couple of hours I 
brought up the fact that I was a 
struggling songwriter and I 
wanted to give him a tape He 
kind of groaned and said: 'Oh no. 
Well, you're only the sixth one 
this week.' I didn't push it, he 
told me he gets lots of tapes and 
couldn’t guarantee anything But 
he did say that even though he 
didn't listen to all of them, he 
would listen to mine." 

A transplanted 'easterner' 
(from Wilkie, Saskatchewan), 
Wright's favorite avocation is 
writing original songs. A partial 
list of his accomplishments 
includes making the semi-finals 
in the 1991 Cold Fever Festival 
and the finals in the Alberta 
Music Project with self-penned 
compositions. Wright and his 
band, Slice of Life, also won a 
lucrative contest sponsored by a 
Vancouver television station 
which financed a foray into the 
studio to record more original 
material. One of his songs 
("Diamond City") played on a 
regular rotation on 4 Edmonton 
radio stations in 1990, generating 
royalty cheques that are still 
coming in. Steadily piling one

distinction on top of another, 
Wright's successes seem almost 
effortless, but nothing could be 
further from the truth 

Simply getting the band 
together involves weeks of 
organizing and planning as all 
the other members live in 
Saskatchewan. They take full 
advantage of their time together, 
squeezing as much as they can 
into each session 

"Before meeting with the 
rest of the band, it's usually [bass 
guitarist] Dale [Radies] and I who 
get together around the kitchen 


table the first night. I've written 
most of the material to this point 
Usually what happens is we don't 
get to bed any earlier than three 
in the morning, because we get 
so involved with it." 

Composing and recording 
are time-consuming and costly 
enterprises which are not taken 
lightly by Wright or the other 
band members. That is not to say 
they don't manage to enjoy 
themselves when they regroup 
"We've always been serious, 
musically," Wright said, "but 
we have fun together; we were 


friends before we were fellow 
musicians." 

Wright's chief satisfaction is 
derived from composing music. 
As he works toward fulfilling his 
ultimate goal of writing chart- 
toppers for established recording 
artists, Jason Wright is fully 
prepared to utilize all of his 
tenacity and talent. As Ian Tyson 
told Wright, the formula for 
success revolves around persis¬ 
tence. "If you're really serious 
and you work hard and hang in 
there, eventually, you'll make 
it."

Community supports historical designation

Over 40 people attended a 
public meeting to give support to 
having the Old Water Valley 
School designated an historical 
site. The main impetus behind 
the move is the Chinook Creative 
Arts Association who presently 
leases the building from the 
Water Valley Community Asso¬ 
ciation 

Among the crowd were two 
gentlemen who have fond mem¬ 
ories of the building. Bob 
Patchell remembers well the 
year it was built and the many 
years of community activities 
enjoyed there. "It was central to 
almost every activity. For years it 
was the only building here," 


Patchell recalled 

Duncan MacFarquhar re¬ 
called attending school the first 
day it was open in 1926. "It was a 
one room school with eight 
grades and a very modern facility 
for its time," he said. "We even 
had indoor plumbing!" 

The school house has seen 
many renovations since then In 
1946 it was expanded with 
another room, a basement and 
new entranceway as well as big 
multi-paned windows that let in 
lots of sunshine and adds an 
element of charm to the 
structure. 

In 1983, when the Chinook 
Arts organization moved in, it 
was upgraded to meet building 


code standards which included 
fire exits, wheelchair access, a 
new roof, new indoor plumbing, 
and kitchen facilities. 

In all, over $42,000 00 from 
Alberta Recreation and Parks, 
Recreation Boards and the 
Legacy Foundation has been 
invested to maintain and upgrade 
the building. These grants were 
matching grants so an additional 
$47,000.00 has been donated 
through cash, volunteer labor 
and materials from the commun¬ 
ity. 

"In dollars and cents, we've 
invested over $90,000 00 in this 
building," says Pauline Pedersen 
of Chinook Arts "To the 
community it is invaluable and 


worth preserving." 

In addition to its historical 
value as a period Alberta school 
house and the amount of money 
invested, Sharon Van Maarion, 
President of Chinook Arts, feels 
that the most important reason 
for protecting it is, "the cultural, 
social, religious and educational 
significance to the community." 

It once served as school, 
library, community centre, 
church and dance hall. People 
have been baptized there, taught 
there, met and married there and 
mourned there. 

It continues to be a very 
central part of the community. 
The library still resides there and 
Chinook Arts holds art and craft 


classes, shows and exhibitions. 
The playschool operates out of 
the building and there is aerobic, 
judo, dance and drama classes 
held weekly. 

The application process re¬ 
quires that the community show 
its support for the designation 
and petitions were circulated for 
signatures and will remain 
available at the General Store 
until the application is sent to 
E dmonton. 

The school has changed 
some since 1926 and much has 
changed in the community but 
the old school still remains at the 
heart of Water Valley.

The organization will be 
setting up bulletin boards 
throughout District 2 to make 
pertinent information available 
with drop boxes to encourage 
people to submit written sum¬ 
maries of their concerns. "We 
expect these summaries to detail 
the concerns and include names 
and phone numbers of those 
submitting it. The Association 
can then follow-up and address 
each issue by doing research and 
talking to the people affected," 
said Sheppard

Law, order and the NWMP 


The Clenbow Museum is 
coming to Carstairs through a 
special loan of artifacts from the 
Clenbow Museum in Calgary 
which will be displayed in the 
Roulston Museum The display, 
which features early firearms 
used by the North-West Mounted 
Police will be on view November 
through January 1993 


The exhibit includes a 
variety of early revolvers includ¬ 
ing Winchester, Adams, and 
Enfield models. Cartridges, a 
leather cartridge belt, and a 
Union J ack F lag will give viewers 
a taste of the history of the wild 
western provinces. 

The North-West Mounted 
Police were formed in 1873 to 


bring law, order, and stability to 
the Canadian West During this 
period, the influx of wiskey 
traders demoralized the native 
people and led directly to several 
outbreaks of violence such as the 
Cypress Hills Massacre. How¬ 
ever, with the coming of the 
N.W.M.P. order was quickly 
restored 


Glenbow's Rural Loans Pro¬ 
grams extends museum access tc 
out-lying Alberta communities 
Small exhibits are circulated on a 
three month rotating schedule 
and these displays are an 
excellent alternative for areas

Flood control grant announced 


Alberta Environment Minis¬ 
ter Ralph K lein and Olds-Dids- 
bury MLA Roy Brassard have 
announced that an agreement 
has been signed to provide the 
Town of Carstairs with a $54,900 
grant for the Carstairs Flood 
Control Project 

"This project will benefit the 
residents in the northwest part of 
town and agricultural landowners 
downstream," said Klein "Be¬ 
cause excess water will be 
controlled, there will be less 
impact on the Carstairs road 
system The project will also 


eliminate the pooling of surface 
water in town, which is a 
potential safety hazard to chil¬ 
dren.” 

This flood control project 
includes construction of a 400- 
metre ditch west of town which 
will collect run-off water, a 
600-metre system to carry the 
water through the town and an 
outlet channel to prevent the 
flooding of downstream agricul¬ 
tural land 

"I am pleased that the 
province is able to assist the 
Town of Carstairs in making 


improvements that affect many 
local residents," added Bras¬ 
sard 

Under the Alberta Water 
Management and Erosion Con¬ 
trol Program, Alberta Environ¬ 
ment provides grants to local 
authorities for water manage¬ 
ment projects that provide direct 
benefits to the public. Eligible 
types of projects are as follows 
flood control, flow regulation, 
erosion control, water based 
recreation, fish, waterfowl, and

Columbus' second voyage to 
the New World in 1493, as one 
historian puts it, "Marks the first 
extended encounter of E uropean 
and Indian societies, the clash of 
cultures that was to echo down 
through five centuries, and its 
records reveal all the hallmarks 
of that profound sweep of time." 

On this trip there were 17 
ships and about 1,400 colonists 
(still no women on board). The 
Spanish royalty talked of relig¬ 
ious conversion and Admiral 
Colon talked of building and 
settlement, but the real purpose 
of colonization was gold J an.

several days ... it seemed to the 
Lord Admiral that it was time to 
put into execution his desire to 
search for gold . ."

History telling questioned 


Dear Editor: 

Remembrance day again! In 
my home town of Rocky Rapids 
there are three names of very 
young men that gave everything 
for freedom. It says “Lest We 
Forget" on the memorial With a 
father overseas and a brother in 
the R C A F , I still did my part 
by saving silver paper and tooth 
paste tubes Canadians did their 
part. 

Because of the close involve¬ 
ment of the family I became a 
historian of the wars. As I studied 
hundreds of books I was beset by 
nagging questions. If the boys at 
Dieppe didn't have any prelimin¬ 
ary shelling and no preliminary 
bombing and no paratroops 
dropped behind the lines, how 
were they to get on the beach and 
how in the world were they to get 
off after? Were they suposto (sic) 
take on the whole German forces 
for the duration? Or were they to 
be killed and captured as a 
sacrifice? This was suposto (sic) 
be some sort of test of landings 
but Winston Churchill had 
already in 1915, had thousands of 
Australians killed at Galipoli in a 
test of this type. Was it done 
because we didn't have enough 


hate in our hearts for the 
Germans and therefore our boys 
had to be killed to generate the 
wish to kill?

Third quarter housing 
starts up 


Third quarter national hous¬ 
ing starts rose 6.7 per cent from 
the second quarter of 1992 to a 
seasonally adjusted annual rate 
(SAAR) of 176,000 units, report¬ 
ed Canada Mortgage and Hous¬ 
ing Corporation (CMHC). Second 
quarter starts were at 165,000 
units. 

Improvement in the third 
quarter was due to higher starts 
of both single-detached and 
multiple dwellings, 96,000 units 
and 80,000 units respectively, up 
from 90,000 and 75,000 units 
during the April-June period 

"Third quarter results con¬ 
tinued the trend of gradually 
rising activity evident since the 
beginning of the year. Higher 
levels of starts were recorded in 
all regions,- except for Quebec 
which posted a decline following 
a strong second quarter surge," 
said Gilles Proulx, Chief Econo¬ 
mist of CMHC's Market Analysis 
Centere. 

Ontario starts rose to 60,000 
from 55,000 units SAAR during 
the third quarter The increase 
mainly reflects a gradual im¬ 
provement in single-detached 
starts, while other types of 
dwelling construction held 
steady 

Housing starts in Quebec fell 
to 33,000 units SAAR, from 


45,000 units recorded in the 
April-June period The decline 
was steeper in the over-supplied 
apartment sector, although all 
types of construction were lower 
Activity began to improve toward 
the end of the quarter. 

In British Columbia, starts 
jumped to44,000 units SAAR, up 
from 35,000 units in the second 
quarter The improvements re¬ 
sulted from a surge in multiple- 
unit construction especially 
apartments and row units. 

Prairie region activity rose to 
24,000 units SAAR, up from 
20,000 in the April-June period 
as a result of higher starts in all 
three provinces: Alberta starts 
reached 18,000 units SAAR while 
both Saskatchewan and Manitoba 
recorded 3,000 units. 

Atlantic region starts in¬ 
creased to 15,000 units SAAR up 
from 10,000 units as activity 
levels rose to 6,000 units in Nova 
Scotia, 5,000 units in New 
Brunswick and 3,000 units in 
Newfoundland. The annual rate 
remained at 1,000 units in Prince 
Edward Island. 

On an actual unadjusted 
basis, construction started on 
47,602 dwellings in the third 
quarter, down 18 per cent from 
last year's third quarter level
